TKe True Spirit 


At the first showing at Ottawa of the moving picture record of the 
great Boy Scout Jamboree, held in England last summer, in which 50,000 
boys from all parts of the world participated, His Excellency, the Governor- 
General, Lord Willingdon, in an introductory speech, spoke to the Boy 
Scouts and Girl Guides present “very particularly and in all seriousness," 
saying: 

“You, young as you are, must know, we all know, that since the years 
of the Great War, all the nations of the world have been striving by confer¬ 
ences, by pacts and agreements, and by personal negotiations to get rid of 
the terror of future warfare. The League of Nations has during the past 
ten years done a great and noJ>le service to secure this end. But I am 
Inclined to feel myself that this younger League of Nations is the most 
hopeful organization to achieve what we are striving for. 

“Under this association you are all growing up filled with the spirit of 
gotylwill and good fellowship to all others, to do your good turn each day 
to one another, in whatever country your future work may find you, what¬ 
ever the race and colour of that other may be. I beg of you all to let that 
spirit guide you in your future lives, for it is by that spirit which teaches us 
to think well and not ill of our neighbour, that we shall in time attain our 
great goal, peace among the nations of the world.” 

These words of His Excellency are most timely because, if there is any 
one thing calculated to nullify the efforts of statesmen in all countries, 
destroy the unifying work of many organizations, and bring to naught the 
prayers of millions of people, it is the persistent and poisonous propaganda 
of a few evil-minded persons who see gain for themselves, or temporary 
advantage for some cause they espouse, through the division of peoples and 
nations along racial or religious lines, and the cultivation of feelings of 
suspicion, ill-will, and antagonism among and between them. 

It is probably too much to hope that those individuals who are serving 
their own selfish ends by such unpatriotic conduct at home, and destructive 
of peace and brotherhood abroad, will cease from their evil ways. They are 
ffilly alive to the harm they are doing, but that counts for nothing with 
them because they are reaping some small and temporary selfish benefit 
themselves. But there are' bright hopes for the future if the boys and girls 
° f today learn the better way, and in the activities of everyday life emulate 
the life and example of the Great Teacher who went about doing good to all 
men, who taught men that love is better than hate, who refused to recognize 
any distinction between men of different races or creeds, but emphasized at 
all times the common brotherhood of man and Fatherhood of God. 

Just as the serpent brought evil and discord into the first Garden of 
Eden, so do the serpents of today in many disguises seek to keep alive all 
the ill-will, suspicions, prejudices and passions engendered in the bygone 
years of a less civilized era in the world’s history. These fermentors of strife 
at home are the first line of defence maintained by those who desire for gain 
to keep the nations armed to the teeth, and who foment and precipitate 

The League of Nations is striving with every means at its control to 
allay racial suspicions and ill-will. While engaged with practical problems 
of disarmament, and other concrete causes of strife, the League is devoting 
possibly even more attention to educational influences. The efforts made to 
raise the status of women and children in backward countries, to improve 
labor countries everywhere, to put an end to white slavery and the traffic 
in narcotics, all have as their underlying object the removal of causes of, 
friction, misunderstandings, and ill-will among people, and the development 
of a spirit of world brotherhood. The Balkans have long been recognized as 
the danger spot of Europe, and the reason is found in racial and religious 
suspicions and prejudices. Once these can be allayed, peace in Europe will 
be largely assured. 

Lord Willingdon sees in the E}oy Scouts and Girl Guides one of the most 
hopeful, movements for future world peace, while Sir Phillip Gibbs has 
declared that the Junior Red Cross in banding the youth of all nations under 
the common banner of service for humanity, offers the most hopeful sign of 
the dawning of a better day. The Y.M.C.A. is engaged in the same work 
among young men of all races, colours and creeds. 

Evil-minded men may stir up strife for a time here and there; they may 
appear to reap a measure of success; but it is temporary, and when the 
passion of the moment subsides, and people realize how they have been 
fooled for an ulterior purpose, it will be found their actual achievements 
have been nil. Hate may influence people for a time, but love in the long 
run will conquer. It always has; it always will, for love alone is enduring 


Will Make Vessels Practically Unsink- 
able, Says German Inventor 

While the delegates to the five- 
power naval d sarmament conference 
in London, are trying to limit or re¬ 
duce the navies of the world, a Ger¬ 
man inventor named Franz Felder, 
demonstrated a new material for 
ship-building that is alleged to enable 
warships to carry twice as many guns 
as they could normally, and to make 
them practically unsinkable. 

Herr Felder d'splayed the buoyancy 
of his patented materials with model 
ships. One of them, which was a 
yard long and a foot wide, supported 

load of 120 pounds, while a wooden 
model of the same dimensions went to 
the bottom of the water with a sim¬ 
ilar load. 

The inventor hopes to build a mo¬ 
tor ship to show the possibilities for 
the use of his materials in the carry- 
of commercial cargoes.

Interpreters At Geneva 

Speeches Have To Be Translated Into 
English and French 

Dr. Caroline MacDonald, of London, 
Ontario, who has spent many years 
in Tokio, in social service and prison 
reform work, last year accompanied 
•the Japanese labor representative to 
the Intemat'onal Labor Conference in 
Geneva, as interpreter. . This was no 
easy task, the Eastern and Western 
languages differing so radically. Dur¬ 
ing the ten days’ preparation in 
Geneva for the great conference, 
which lasted three weeks, ’ Dr. Mac¬ 
Donald had to translate all speeches 
from the Japanese .|o the English, as 
English and French were official lan¬ 
guages to be used, and following the 
address of the Japanese representa¬ 
tive, she mounted the tribune and 
gave it in English to the non-Japanese 
speaking section of the audience. 

The interpreters at Geneva are the 
eighth wonder of the world, says Dr. 
MacDonald. By an ingenious arrange¬ 
ment of telephones in the hall of 
meeting, interpretation of the speech¬ 
es into two or more languages fol¬ 
lows one sentence after the actual de¬ 
livery. Telephones were at each desk, 
and each member dialed on whatever 
language they wished to hear. 


Russia Is Purchasing 

Cattle In Uruguay 

Soviets Are Anxious To Repopulate 
Greatly Diminished Herds 
Soviet Russia is looking to Uruguay 
to repopulate her heavily diminished 
cattle breeding industry. She has con¬ 
tracted with a Russ an agrarian, long 
a resident at Montevideo, to tour the 
Soviet Republic lecturing on the cat¬ 
tle industry as practiced in Uruguay. 

At the same time the Soviet has 
purchased 250 Uruguayan Hereford 
bulls for reproduction purposes and 
indicates she may buy as many as 
100,000. For animals from two to 
three years old the Soviet Is paying 
an average of $180. 

While Argentina's vast cattle in¬ 
dustry is based on the importation of 
.British thoroughbred short horns, 
Uruguay’s cattle herds were fathered 
by American Herefords, which were 
found better suited to resist ticks and 
other Uruguayan cattle diseases, as 
well as this part'cular climate, Soviet 
Russia is therefore using grandsons 
and great-grandsons of animals which 
first saw the light of day on American 
prairies.

Increase In Production In 1929 Over

11 Per Cent, 

The provincial da'ry commissioner 
reports that creamery butter produc- 
t'on from 97 creameries of the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta, during the year 1929, 
exceeded 16,025,000 pounds, an in¬ 
crease .over the previous year of 11.5 
per cent. The ten cheese factories pro¬ 
duced almost 1,000,000 pounds of 
cheese, and the total dairy production, 
including fluid milk, reached about 
$20,750,000.

High Speed Road Bill Is Again Before 
Alberta Hi 

Edmonton, Alberta. 


-Supported by 
an influential petition containing the 
names of over 5,000 residents of 
southern and central Alberta, the bill 
for a charter incorporating Alberta 
Trackways, Limited, comes before the 
Alberta legislature this session for the 
third time, sponsored this year by 
Donald Cameron, U.F.A., Innisfail. 

The bill provides for the incorpora¬ 
tion of a company which undertakes 
to lay concrete highways of not less 
than 18 feet in width, from Edmon¬ 
ton to Calgary, from Calgary to 
Banff, and from Calgary to Macleod, 
Lethbridge and Coutts. 

Construction of the trackways is to 
be commenced within two years, and

Ottawa.—The fourth session of the 
16th Parliament of Canada was open¬ 
ed with the ancient rites and cere¬ 
monies attendant upon this feature of 
the political life of the country.

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NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Coal will always be a basic necessity for industry and 
for heating purposes. Of that there can be no question. 
It has competition in fuel oil, but for heating' homes and 
buildings in the Canadian climate, though naluial gas and 
electricity may be used in mild seaions, coal will continue 
to hold its place. No matter how cheaply electricity it 
sold, its cost for heating is too costly ccntpartd with coal. 
There are exceptions where coal is at present superseded 
largely by gas, where the supply of the latter is easily ob 
tamed and distributed, but speaking iu general terms, the 
demand for coal will steadily increase with the natural in 
crease iu population and industrial development. 


At present the coal industry is suffering from depres 
sion, and the steam coal mines have been very quiet foi 
eight months. This condition has been accentuated re 
cently in the Crows Nest Pass area by the cuitailing of out¬ 
put of the Crows Nest Pass Coal Co. at Fernie. 


The Great Northern,*a United States railroad, a very 
large consumer of coal from this company, has put into 
operation a number of oil-burning engines, which is giver 
as the principal reason of the decision of the ceirpany t< 
discharge over 300 miners, with no assurance to those a! 
present employed as to how long work will continue. 


On the face it indeed looks dark for the ccal industry. 
Searching around for some reasons why fuel oil lias super 
seded coal, one that stands out prominetly is that those 
interested in production and sale of oil have experimented 
and speut considerable sums in encouraging the building oi 
engines specially designed for the use of fuel oil. Thai 
fuel oil cannot entirely supersede coal for steam putpost; 
was demonstrated by au American railroad company wbiel 
recently designed a particularly large lcccmotive to turn ; 
low grade of fuel which was easily obtained in the territory 
in which this luge locomotive was to operate. 


There may be districts where oil is more economical 
and again there are districts where it is far more econonr 
ical to use coal. The distance the fuel has to be hauled i: 
^factor apart from the actual cost of operating loccniotKe.' 
by oil or coal. 

But admitting that coal has a serious competitor ii 
fuel oil, one may well ask the question, is the same amount 
>f energy aud research being expended in finding more 
economical methods of using coal as in devtlcpirg the use 
if fuel oil? Some experiments have been carried out, and 
pulverized coal has been used wdtli success, showing very 
economical operation. It has been used on steamships and 
in stationary power plants, but apparently no advance has 
been made in developing its use for railway locomotives. 

To the lay mind it would appear there is equally as 
good a field for development for the use of pulverized coal 
in this direction as for fuel oil,, and the interests most con¬ 
cerned in promotional effort along this line should be pro¬ 
ducers of coal. 


Oil wells, like coal mines, cannot continue to put forth 
their product for ever. The day will come when oil pro¬ 
duction in fields that are at present easily accessible will be 
greatly diminished. History of oil fields iq Canada has 
proved this. The same holds good of the United States 
oil fields. 


It will also be necessary as time rolls on to utilize a 
great deal of the waste coal that is now dumped at the 
mines. Transportation costs r efficiency in operation of 
mines and other factors in a highly competitive world will 
make it necessary. Metallurgical mines in British Colum¬ 
bia at one time clumped thousands of tons from which iu 
later years valuable metal has been extracted. 


Some take a pessimistic view, and say that the day of 
coal is practically finished. The day of coal can never be 
finished. Nature is a wonderful provider for the wants of 
man. There is everything provided to sustain life, and 
coal has been and always will be one of the basic necessi- 
j ties of life. 


Improved and more efficient methods for its use will be! 
developed not from choice, but because of necessity, for 
necessity has always been the mother of invention.

Though the popularity of Old 
Dobbin continues to hold a prom¬ 
inent place on the farms of tan- 
ada, the “Iron Horse” or mechani¬ 
cal farm implement is advancing 
in favor, particularly in the Prai¬ 
rie Provinces. Estimates give a 
total of 66,220 tractors in opera¬ 
tion on the 248,162 Prairie farms, 
14,557 of which were bought last 
year. 

Gross tonnage of vessels enter¬ 
ing Honolulu harbor has increased 
from £885,218 tons annually to 
7,174,286 in the last ten years, ac¬ 
cording to official figures released 
late in December. The Canadian 
Pacific inaugurated direct Vancou¬ 
ver to Honolulu service December 
13 with the palatial express liner 
Empress of Canada. Other com¬ 
pany vessels on this run will be 
the Empress of Russia, Empress of 
Asia and Empress of Japan, the 
latter recently launched.

Canadians eat more 
butter than the people of any other 
country in the world—29.31 pounds 
per capita per annum—an increase 
from 25.79 pounds since 1921. Their 
appetite for ice cream has increased 
from 5.26 pints in 1921 to 7.04 pints 
in 1928, and the per capita con¬ 
sumption of cheese has risen from 
2.51 pounds in 1921 to 3.54 pounds.

Such scribbled remarks by “vandals” 
who lived 2,000 years ago or more 
have often shed light on the ways of 
ancient inscriptions.

Certain¬ 
ly, these “writings” prove that human 
nature has not altered much through 
the centuries. Among some of them 
the columns of an ancient 
Egyptian altar, at Saggara, by Aus¬ 
tralian troops who served in the War, 
is the following: “I am the only sur¬ 
vivor of my company which fought in 
Gallipoli, John Smith, Melbourne, 
1917.”

Subsidies For Air Transort Urged 

Would Put Passenger Rates On Par 
With Railway 

Subsidies for aerial passenger 
transport line were urged by Major 
General J. H. MacBrien, president of 
the Aviation League of Canada, in a 
speech at Montreal. In Europe, 
where such subsidies are paid, aerial 
passenger rates were on a par with 
railway rates whereas in Canada the 
air rates are three times as great 
those offered by railroads. 

For this reason the passenger 
branch of air transport was not pro¬ 
gressing.. 

General MacBrien urged the forma¬ 
tion of a branch of aviation to be 
known as aerial service in which all 
companies would co-operate to elimin¬ 
ate wasteful competition and work 
for greater development of the indus¬ 
try. 


Grain Estimates Sound 

Says Every Bushel Of Wheat Now In 
Storage Will Be Needed Before 
New Crop Harvested 
E. J. Garland, M.P., for Bow River, 
Alberta, declared in an address given 
at Stratford, Ont." that the Argentine 
wheat crop Is not the only factor con¬ 
tributing to the present oondltion of 
the wheat market. Speculation 
grain is one of the biggest factors, he 
declared, and he envls'oned the day 
when the League of Nations will be 
called upon to deal with short selling 
in food Commodities. 

Canada has positively no need 
be alarmed at present, he said, be¬ 
cause there was nothing to be alarm¬ 
ed about. The wheat pool In the west 
knew what it was doing and every 
pound of Canadian wheat now in stor¬ 
age would be needed before this 
year’s crop is harvested, he declared. 

“If the wheat stored now were sold 
at the present prices it would bring 
two hundred million dollars less than 
last year,” he stated. “That would 
mean, In effect, two hundred million 
dollars less purchasing power. For 
every cent wheat rises in price it will 
mean two and a half million dollars 
added to the purchasing power of 
Canada next year. 

“The transportation companies," he 
added, “have nothing to worry about 
because they will get the grain when 
it begins to move.”

Will Try New Process 

« anada To Experiment With Freezing 
Fish In Transit 

Experiments in the freezing of fish 
in transit by the silica jell process 
will be conducted "by the Department 
of Fisheries early this summer, it was 
learned at Ottawa.

“LEMON-NAISE” RECIPE 
(Makes about 1 quart) 

2 egg yolks. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

% cup lemon juice. 

1 quart salad oil. 

Break the egg Into a bowl. Add salt 
and stir well. Add half of the lemon 
juice and mix well. Add oil, slowly at 
first until M cup is added; then the oil 
may be beaten in rapidly. When the 
dressing becomes thick add the re¬ 
mainder lemon juice and proceed with 
remainder of oil. 

This dressing may be varied for 
different salads. For a sharper dress¬ 
ing, add % extra cup of lemon juice 
just before serving.
